DWIGHT ARMSTRONG APPREHENDED IN CANADA 

NEW YORK LLNS) — Dwight Armstrong, one of four 
people charged with the 1970 bombing of the Army Mat 
Research Center at the University of Wisconsin, was 
arrested in Tcronco, Canada April 9 , after nearly 
seven years oi eluding che FBI 

Armstrong, now 25, is the third out of the 4 to 
apprehended in connection with che bombing- His 
brother, Karieton Armstrong, was arrested in 1972 
and IS curteniiy serving a 23-year sentence for che 
bombing David Fine was arrested in January of 1976 
and IS serving a seven-year sentence Leo Burt is 
still underground . 

Currently Armstrong is being held in a Toronto 
prison withou’: bail- The state of Wisconsin has be- 
gun extradition proceedings against him on charges 
whi:h in.iude iirsc degree murder and arson 

Armstreng's attorney, J Robert Kellerraan, has 
announced that the extradition will be fought on 
the grounds t ha Dwight is a political refugee 

"Dwigh-^ i~ not admitting he took part in a 
crime," Kelierman told the press "But he will apply 
for refugee status because he is being held for a 
Crime chat ir political in character "

The papers belonged to A Lawrence Lowell, 
formerly president of Harvard, and a member of a 
special governor's commission to review the 1921 
conviction of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
two immigrant anarchists accused of the murder of 
a paymaster and a guard during a Massachusetts 
bank robbery • 

Affidavits submitted at the time by the head 
of the Department of Justice office in Boston and 
by a special Department agent showed chat the gov- 
ernment knew Sacco and Vanzecti were innocent but 
prosecuted them exclusively for their political 
beliefs 

Nothing, however, swayed Judge Webster Thayer 
or the appellate courts, and the convictions were 
upheld The two men were executed in August of 1927, 
A quarter oi a million people marched in protest 
in Boston, and in Paris, 150,000 people walked in

In hiS closing argument before the jury„

referred to the Indians present at the shootout 
as ‘brutal, cowardly and a blood-crazed bunch," 

Following ‘Jrooks’ arguments, the defense 
asked the- jodgt either to declare a mistrial, or 
to aution the jury because Crooks had misstated 
the evidence more than seven times in his argu- 
ment 1 h€ judge refused to take any action. 

In the defense summation, Elliot Taikeff 
allod June 26 a very tragic day when three young 
men Were killed. told the jury, "It may be 

almost impossible for you to believe the FBI 
would t xnmit unethical and illegal acts, but we 
ask you to find that out of 7,000 agents, there 
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are some who could ^ and did®*' 

He described Pine Ridge as a foreign land — 
a war zone. After showing the jury pictures of 
FBI agents in combat fatigues^ five helicopters 

carrying M-16s and five Armoured Personnel Carriers 
he said, ’'This is not Southeast Asia • this is 
what your tax money pays for ? war games in other 
people's back yards. 


Taikeff ^rtssed the role FBI a^ent Gary 
Adams, played in the -\jr.e 26 iav.^stigation- Adams 
had interrogated all the ttenagi Indian men present 
at the home of the Jumping Bulls d-ur ing the shoot- 
ing. Those who testified told of Adams' threats, 
physical violence , and incimidarion. 

Defense Witnesst s D&sc r ib e FBI Coercion 

The defense of Peltier lasted less than one 
week, and centered on the FBI threats used to ex~ 
tract affidavits from witnesses. Much of the 
testimony, though, was iTvealed in uiosed hearings 
which the judge did not allow the jury to hear® 

At one such htaring, Myrtle Poor Bear, whose 
three affidavits were primarily responsible for 
Peltier's extradition from Janada , revealed that 
FBI agents had cOerced her into signing the affi^ 
davit saying she -saw Pe i tier murder the agents. 

Over and over on the stand, sh^ said she was 
afraid. Finally, she explained, "J m scared of 
the government, of the FBI. Ihey just keep talking 
about Anna May, how she died." (The body of Anna 
Mae Aquash, a Canadian Indian ATM a-tivist^ was 
found on Pine Ridge in Fc^bruary 197 7^ The bizarre 
circumstances surrounding her death led many 
Oglala to suspect govcrnmtnt involvement®) 

Poor Bear said that the FBI had promised her 
a new name, given her money, and promised to move 
her out of South Dakota^ She said she signed the 
affidavits without knowing what was in rhem^ because 
the agent told her that she and members of her 
family would be harmed if she refused* 


At the close of the hearings judge Benson 
ruled that Poor Bear ’s t^-stimony was irrelevant — 
that she w^ not believable, and that her testimony 
would : confuse and prejudice the jury® 

The last defense witness was Norman Brown^ 

^ 17 year —old Navajo who had testified earlier 
for the prosecution® Me explained that out of fear 
he had given false testimony to the grand jury 
l^^i^ting Peltier and his former couetcindants « 

Brown described two encounters with the FBI 
which indicated to him that "they meant what they 
said, they were for real-.-' The first was in Sep- 
tember, 1975, when 80 to 100 FBI agents raided the 
Rosebud Reservation with helicopters, M-16s and 
sawed off shotguns® 


The following January a BIA policeman took 
Brown and his mother to meet with two FBI agents. 
They then told him that if he did not cooperate, 
he would be separated from his mother, charged with 
murder, and locked up for the rest of his life. 

One of the agents who harrassed Brown was Gary Adams

PROPOSED STRIPHINING BIL;. ,T00 WEAK 

The strip mine bill currently being considered 
by Congress would not have prevented the kind or 
stripping that led to the severe April flooding, 
according to an investigation by the Appalachian 
Coalition — an anti-strip mine group 

The bill allows for "mountain-top removal," a 
form of stripping in which the top of the mountain 
is chopped off and the spoils are dumped off the 
sides of the mountain or into the "hollows " 

"This screws up the watershed and the drainage 
patterns," explained Belinda Hudnell of the Coali- 
tion. "So when they got all this rain, of course 
everything was sitting there, it's not stabilized 
or compacted, it just rolled down the mountain and 
into the towns - " 

"The Coalition's feeling is that the current 
bill has been compromised away," said Hudnell The 
Coalition gave a packet of material, relating iz 
the flood, to the House Committee April 18 and ask- 
ed that it be introduced as factual material incc 
the record But the committee refused and passed 
the bill on to the House floor, where it will be 
voted on without that information as part of the 
record . 

In their letter to the House Committee, the 
group said, "While we cannot expect this committee 
to control the rainfall, we do look to you to con- 
trol and prevent such spoil from inundating out com- 
munities and disrupting our lives You will be 
sanctioning stripmining by this bill- We, tv-.

Chicago, Indiana- 
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The new contract has no new health and safety 
previsions and has nothing to strengthen workers' 
rights to refuse unsafe work or shut down dangerous 
areas According to the Chicago Area Committee on 
Occupational Safety and Health, the amount spent by 
steel companies on health and safety decreased from 
$200 million to $50 million between 19?2 and 1976 
Industry-wide steel company profits in the same time 
period amounted to $6 billion 

Demands and grievances of workers in the most 
dangerous sections of the steel industry, the coke 
ovens, were shuffled off to a "joint union-industry 
study group" for "more study." The majority of coke 
oven workers are Third World. 

The contract also made no changes in protection 
and affirmative action for women and minority steel- 
workers Office workers and security guards did not 
get bargaining unit protection, which has been their 
main demand 

Ed Mann, president of Local 1462 at Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube in Youngstown, Ohio demanded to know 
what happened to the McBride campaign promise to win 
a policy of "innocent until proven guilty" on disci— 
piinary grievances 

Contract Reiected On Initial Vote 

McBi:ide responded finally by charging chat the 
opposition to the ^ontract was the result of "organ- 
ised efforts by Sadlowski to "obstruct" endorsement 
of the cone race 

After more denunciations of the contract, and 
with 20 more people lined up still waiting to speak, 
McBride called for a vote. It was a head count and 
the contract was rejected 148 to 143. This was the 
first time in the union’s history that the Basic 
Steel Conference had voted to reject a contract. 

McBride and Abel both responded by giving long 
speeches harangu.Lng the local presidents and threaten- 
ing immediate arbitration on already-resolved local 
issues Actually, only the unresolved national con- 
tfc»cc issues would have gone to arbitration under the 
terms of the ENa 

Accepting a motion from an observer to hold a 
roll call vote, the union officials set a precedent- 
In the past, they have never allowed roll call votes, 
even when convention delegates have demanded them 
"All of a sudden, they are in favor of roll call 
voces, and the peer pressure came on," commented Ed 
Sadlowski, District 31 Director- The roll call 
vote was 193 to 99 to accept the contract- 

According to Charles Hobbs, a member of the 
bargaining committee from Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Local 1011, a yes vote on the second vote was "in 
many cases a vote against arbitration, m reality, 
a voce against the ENa "

In the aitermath of the floods, citizens group 
throughout Appalachia have been calling for an in- 
vestigation or the role of strip mining in the floo^ 
and the me f i 1 1 veness of government flood control 
programs. Over the past twenty years much money has 
been spent constructing dams But in many cases, 
these have fiiied with sediment from strip mining 
and can no longer hold their full capacity. 

It 13 aii=o charged that the dams were never de- 
signed for adequate flood control- Some people be- 
lieve chat the Corps of Engineers extensive dam 
building program actually aggravates flood problems 
in a given area by creating false security and by 
encouraging development in flood-prone sections. 

The failure of the government’s dam program 
and Its failure to consider the impact of strip 
mining, is all part of a more general set of prior- 
1 ities that puts the coal interests first. 

"There is a kind of insanity at work, that seen 
to block out ail common sense when the subject of 
eastern Kenrucky, coal and conservation comes up," 
the xMt Eagle wrote in a recent editorial, "it is a 
kind of insanity that says anything is all right, 
so long as it serves the coal industry.... 

"it IS all right. The nation gets the coal, 
and operators get the money, and land companies 
get their royalties and no one is hurt except the

The two residents said that Peltier was active 
in community support activities, such as arranging 
spiritual ceremonies, and helping old people plant 
gardens and get wood for their stoves. 

The day after his conviction, Peltier was 
moved to the South Dakota Penetentiary to await 
sentencing before Judge Benson in June. Apparently
